ARMV AVIATORS DROP CIRCULARS

, Everybody Is familiar 
with what 


happened on that momentous day. 
^Tuesday, June 5. 191". There is no 
need to repeat the Htory of what oc- 
curred then. In great contrast with 
the actions of the citizens in 1917 we 
read of the terrible draft riots that 
occurred In New York city and, to a 
lesser extent, in other citlea of the 
•United States in 1S03. 


The draft of 1917 was essentially 


Meroocratic.

The draft of 3883, besides being so 


'conducted as to suggest a blind lottery 
with life, the names coming out of a 
Wfheel like prizes of fate, was undem- 
ocratic. 
Exemption could be bought 


One whose name was 
Brawn had either to go to the front or 
pay $300 in money. Thia was -what 
really caused the violent protest, aayj 
the New Tork Tribune. 
, The riots of 1863 took New York un- 
fcware. 
On July 13, 1SG3. at 10:30 


o'clock in the morning » pistol shot 
tracked at Forty-sixth street and Third 
•venue. Thnt nhot wns the slgral for 
* reign of terror which for five days 
Ulled the streets with howling mobs. 
The man It killed was the first of 
hundreds who fell in the ensuing col- 
lisions between rioters on one side and 
police and soldiers on the other. New 
(Tork was ip the throes of the draft 
Hots of 1863. 


Speeches denunciatory of the gov- 


ernment and compulsory military serv- 
ice, the circulation of Inflammatory 
Handbills urging resistance to the 
ijraft, the organization of societies to 
oppose it, activities of radicals Inciting 
wolence—all these were part of the op- 
Jjosltion to Conscription In 1803. Men 
tof Influence anil recognized integrity 
lent their sympathy and nid to the anti. 
draft movement, though not to the law- 
lessness attending it. The crisis devel- 
toped suddenly. The drawing of names 
,was started unexpecte lly on the morn- 
Uiff of Saturday, July 11. There had 
been little preparation, aside from the 
preliminary enrollment some time be- 
fore. Up to the morning of the draft 
ihe murmurlngs of complaint had been 
pitched in a key too low to alarm the 
authorities. Even on the first day of 
*6e drawing a certain apathy seemed 
to hov-cr over the throng that had as- 
HMnbled In a little office room at 677 
Third arenne to witness the lottery. 


The Draft Wheel. 


On a raised platform at one end of 


the room had been placed a great, hol- 
Jow wheel, with * crank by which it' 
mlfht be turned. Into this b&xllke re- 
ceptacle had been put thousands of lit- 
tle rolls of paper, each of which bore 
a name. At tho appointed hour of 10 
Charles H. Carpeoter, a clerk, bare 
armed and blindfolded, took hlti place 
beside the wheel. He was to draw the 
names. 
Anotber clerk stood at the 


wheel to turn It. 


Four times the wheel whirled around.

irsennls had been stripped of tcelr gar- 
•isons, and nearly every soldier In the 
itate, both volunteer and regular, bad 
icen rushed into Pennsylvania at Pres- 
dent Lincoln's order to re-enforc* the 
jrmy of General Meade. Practically 
the only defense of the city was its 
police force of about 2,000 men. 


For what followed bitter criticism 


was heaped on the officials in charge 
of the draft for the sudden manner in 
which It was put into operation at an 
Inopportune time. 
No notification of 


when the draft would begin was given. 
It Is alleged, to General Wool, In com- 
mand of the military of the New York 
department; to Mayor George Opdyke, 
to Governor Horatio Seymour or to 
the police department The drawing 
of names was begun most unexpected- 
ly by Provost Marshal Jenkins in what 
was then the Twenty-second ward, 
Xinth congressional district. 


Mob In Ugly Mood. 


Before tue drawing of names was re- 


sumed at 877 Third avenue at 10 
o'clock Monday morning the spirit of 
mob resistance hud already developed 
far. 
There was an ugly toue to the 


murmurlngs of the crowd that gath- 
ered outside the provost marshal's of- 
fice. There were few in the office when 
the drawing began aside from the pro- 
vost marshal, his clerks and assistants 
and representatives of the press. For 
half an hour the wheel spun quietly. 
About seventy-five names had been 
added to the list, when suddenly there 
came the report of a pistol, the sound 
that marked the beginning of the five 
days' reign of disorder. As if at a sig- 
nal a shower of bricks and stones de- 
scended on the marshal's office. In one 
second every window bad been smash, 
ed and the room was filled with flying 
missiles. The mob then charged the 
office. The clerks carried the wheel to 
the top floor of the brick building, the 
upper floors of which were used as 
dwellings. Hiding it In a corner, they 
escaped from the building, of flre start- 
ed by the mob in the office below began 
to eat its way upward. Climbing a 
fence In the rear of the building, Pro- 
Tost Marshal Jenkins sought safety in 
an adjoining house, where he lay In 
hiding while the mob howled for his 
life. 


For twfr hours and a half the mob 


held sw^y in the blocks about Forty- 
sixth street and Third avenue. Itflnd- 
fuls of police sent against them proved 
powerleiss. 


Superintendent Kennedy, in charge 


of tho police force, ventured among the 
crowd In citizen's clothes during the 
first stages of the riot. Etfl was recog- 
nized nnd set upon by a score of toon. 
Fleeing for his life, he was pursued 
for blocks, finally intercepted by an- 
other band and beaten Into insensibil- 
ity. 


At 1 o'clock, after three buildings 


had been burnti*. sir families rendered 
homeless and the entire block endan- 
gered, a sudden whimsy of the mob 
caused it to rush away down Third 
avenue. This gave the fire deportment 
Its first opportunity to check the 
spreading flumes. 


Band to Hand Battle. 


At Thirty-fourth street and Third 


avenue the mob came face to faco with 


detachment of the provost guard on 


their way to tbo scene of the original 
riot. A hand to hand battle followed 
up to Forty-fourth street. 
"When at 


last tbo showers of stones, bricks and 
clubs descending on tho guard began 
to deplete its ranks Lieutenant Reed 
gave the order to flre. Instantly the 
mob rushed the» guard, overpowered 
them and took away their guns. Dis- 
armed, the handful of soldiers fled, 
pursued by the mob as far as Twen- 
tieth street. 


For tho rest of the day the mob 


ruled the city, with little resistance. 
Spasmodic efforts of tho police to 
check tho riot resulted in frequent com- 
bats. In which both rioters and officers 
were killed or injured. 
Hoards bear- 


ing the newly painted words "No 
Prnft!" wore the banners under which 
dm mobs marched the city's streets 
House after house, tho homes of draft 
officials, Abolitionists nnd others who 
bnd incurred tho enmity ot tbo mob, 
was sacked and burned. 
Stores wnre 


looted and tho streets piled high wlfli 
plunder Waiting to bo carried off. Tel- 
egraph poles were cut down «nd piled 
across the trncks of tho Third Axenue 
railway, which censed to run early in 
the afternoon, ns did the omnibuses 


Negro Asylum Burned. 


One of the atrocious acts of the mob 
amo at 6 o'clock on Monday after- 
noon, when it descended upon the Col- 
ored Orphan asylum, on Fifth avenue, 
icar Forty-sixth street, intent upon In- 
Mcttnpr reprisals upon tho negro chll- 
Iren. The children tvere removed to 
a plsco of safety before the mob nrrlv- 
fd. Tho asylum building was burned. 


Xc\t the mob turned Us attention to 
ho downtown district of the city. 
Chelr fl^t stop was at the building at 
•\veuty-ninth street and Broadway. 
.'here the enrolment for draft had 
aken plni-c. 
The lower part of the

Within five rolnutrs after

It wns at 8 o'clock t*at night that

Their work, •• usual, cul- 
minated with the kindling of flames. 
The mob bad barely finicbed its work 
and the fire had not yet gtitjffi 
greai 


headway when police re-enforcemeutj 
rushed up Nassau street, under Cap- 
tains "Warlow and Thorne. While par: 
of the officer* beat back the mob from 
th* Tribune building Captain War- 
low's men extinguished the flames be- 
fore great damage had been done. But 
not until scores of beads bad been 
cracked did the crowd retreat before 
the officers' onslaught. 


Monday night wag one of terror 


throughout the city. Marauding bands 
held undisputed eway, while the ek 
glowed with the glare of burnln 
buildings and the night echoed wit 
the reports of firearms. 


Colonel O'Brien'i Home Looted. 
The mobs resumed their work earl 


Tuesday. Learning that Colonel H. 1 
O'Brien of the 'Eleventh New Tork vo 
anteers w«» co-opermting actively 1 
the plans to put down the riot, a mo 
marched to bis house on Second ave- 
nue, between Thirty-fourth and Thirty 
fifth streets, and sacked and looted 1 
As they were finishing their work 8<X 
policemen, under Inspector Carpenter 
charged the mob, emptying their re- 
volvers as they advanced. After a fe' 
moments of battle the rioter* fled, tak 
lag refuge In nearby hou«e« and o, 
roofs, from which they atoned the po 
lice. 


While the battle was still under wa 


Colonel O'Brien appeared with a de 
tachment of his regiment and two flelc 
pieces. In spite of the re-enforcements 
however, the mob rallied and attacke 
again. The soldiers fired, and In th 
resulting battle seven persons wer 
killed and scores were wounded, man: 
fatally. 


Bitter fighting ensued Tuesday after 


noon about the building of the tmlo 
Steam works, at Twenty-second stree 
nnd Second avenue, which, was hel 
alternately by the police and soldier 
and by the rioters. Volley after voile. 
was fired into the ranks of the mob b; 
the soldiers, who followed their fusi: 
lades several times with bayone 
charges. During this battle at least a 
score were killed or fatally wounded 
nnd the number of those less seriously 
hurt was never known. 


The mob sought especially to vent It: 


bitterness against the Tribune and 
Horace Greeley, though no new attacl 
was attempted on the Tribune build 
Ing, which was strongly guarded, 
i 


loaded howitzer being stationed at th 
comer of Spruce street In charge of n 
marine. 
A house in Twenty-ninth 


Street between Eighth and Ninth ave 
nnea was wrecked and looted because

beaten almost to death. 


Late In the afternoon the mob sue 


ceeded In wreaking its delayed venge 
ance on Colonel O'Brien. As he was 
entering his home he was captured bj 
the crowd and literally beaten to death 
Many negroes were hanged. 


Authorities Kout "Bioten. 


On Thursday the situation was some 


what relieved. The arrival of tho Sev- 
enth, 
Sixty-fifth 
and 
Seventy-fourth 


reglments^nd a battery of the Eighth 
regiment gave the authorities n firmer 
grip on the situation, and the rioters 
were routed whenever they essayed 
fight in numbers. 'A battery of artillery 
was stationed before the Tribune office 
to protect it The severest combat oc- 
cufred Thursday at 0 p. m. at Twenty 
first street and Third avenue, when 
thirteen rioters were killed, eighteen 
wounded and twenty-four taken prison- 
ers. In the afternoon fifteen soldiers 
of tho Seventh regiment were killed in 
a battle at Twenty-ninth street and 
First avenue. 


A happening on Thursday that help- 


ed to take the heart out of the rioters 
was the arrest of John Urkhardt An- 
drews, an agitator who had been one 
of the ringleaders of the mob and had 
frequently harangued it, urging it on 
to further violence. 


By Friday the situation was so well 


In hand that Mayor Opdyke issued a 
proclamation declaring the rioting end- 
ed and urging citizens to resume the 
normal course of their business. 
v 


At Least 400 Killed. 


The total casualties of the week of 


rioting "nero never actually kuown. It 
was conservatively estimated that at 
lenst -ICO or 500 were killed, and some 
estimates ran ns high as J 000. 
Ac- 


cording to police reports, many bodlet, 
of slain rioters worn hurried off and 
burled secretly. The deaths of mnny 
who subsequently succumbed to their 
wounds 
were 
attributed 
to 
other 


causes. Approximately fifty building*, 
were burned by the mobs. Twenty of 
the rioters wore indicted nnd tried nnd 
nineteen wert convicted, receiving sen- 
tences aKprrocatinK nearly 100 years. 


Simultaneously with the rioting In 


New York there were similar disturb- 
ances in Boston, Jersey City, Troy and 
Jamaica, although none approached in 
seriousness tho troubles in the metropo- 
lis. There also was forcible resistance 
to the draft in several counties of Wis- 
consin and Pennsylvania. Sporadic out- 
breaks in various other places ceased as 
soon as the New York riots subsided.

Mo.t Powerful Pore* Ever 


Und*r the Flag l» on Edfl« For Bat- 
tle—Waiting P«riod Sp«nt In Turning 
Out Gun Crtws and Brvaking In N»w 
Men. 
The big ships of the most powerful 


fleet ever under the American flag 
when visited by a correspondent were 
working day and night to bring about 
the defeat of Germany on the sea. 
Ready for battle, they are spending the 
waiting period turnlnc out sailonnen. 


The fleet temporarily is a great work- 


shop of war. Already it Is turning out 
one of Its finished products—men who 
caa fight They are serving the guas 
on American armed merchant ships. 
Its other product—men who can run 
the great merchant fleet the United 
States win use to feed the allies—will 
be ready as soon us tie ships. 


Five Inch gnns. the kind mostly used 


against submarines, arc there by 
the hundreds. On the decks great tur- 
rets house fourteen inch and twelve 
inch rifles—three or two to a turret. 
On high platforms guns used for de- 
fense against aeroplnnos point to the 
sky. Brass always Is shining, steel al- 
ways Is polished, paint always Is new, 
and decks always are white with scrub- 
bing. 


Crewi Anxloui For Avenge. 


The men behind the guns have lost 


shipmates in the war—*'iey -were guu 
crews on merchantmen sunk by Ger- 
man submarines. And other shipmates 
now are on duty aboard the destroy- 
ers operating with, the British and 
French fleets. The men with the At- 
lantic fleet are- working to prepare 
themselves to avenge the killing of 
their mates. 


Here's what happened the other dny: 


A crew was practicing with a five inch 
gun. A bluejacket about seventeen— 
ha still had down on his chin—was 
pointing. 
He grasped handles on a 


broad brass wheel: his eye was Ttendy 
at a rubber cup at the end of a long 
sight, through which he saw the tar- 
get. His duty was to keep the gun on 
the target so it might be fired any 
time. Around tli's beardless youth 
were grouped other gun crews ready 
to flre when his crew had completed 
its period. 


The breech snapped open, the load 


was thrown home, the breech was 
hurled back In pla^e aud then a buz- 
zer, operated from the flre control sta- 
tion, sounded; there was a flash, a 
roar, the hiss of a projectile speeding 
through the air and the louder hiss of 
compressed air blowing smoke out r>f 
the gun. 
Miles awaj' the projectile 


struck the target. 


Boy Does Wonderful Shooting. 


"Guess that's bad," said an old man- 


of-war's man, looking on admiringly at 
the third shot as the gun's crew" got 
the range and the pillar of white wa- 
ter leaped into the air. 


"How would that, do for Fritzy: 


Suppose that had been a submarine 
and"— 


The buzzer, the roar oC the gun and 


the hiss of air Interrupted him. 


"Another hit- Gee, that's shooting!" 


Recruit* Taught to Handle Guns. 
On the afterdeck latest arrivals 


aboard the ship were set to work that 
day and every other day, in fact, upon 
the loading machines. They consist 
principally of a breech and block and 
a slide that carries away dunimy pro- 
jectiles and powder bags. 


Officers with stop watches in their 


hands set one crew after another at 
work, the idea being to develop ex- 
treme loading speed by competition. 
The newest members of the ships' com- 
panies work for days at those loading 
machines. The next step in their traili- 
ng carries them to the guns. But 
they are not yet ready to flre the regu- 
,ar charges. One pounders that go oft 
with a sharp crack are lashed on top 
of the big guns, and the crews go 
through all the motions of firing, but 
nstend of a big shell .1 little one weigh 
Ing a poufld speeds for the target when 
the buzzer sounds or when the turret 
captains In charge of the Digger rifles 
yell "Fire!" 


After a period of firing with the sub- 


caliber arrangement the crews get 
down to real bflttlo practice. There 
are- few busier places than a turret 
n action. Concave steel walls are all 
around, and n steel roof Is just above 
the heads of the gunners. 


The powder bags are driven home, a 


man at the breech swings a lever, a 
ton of steel swings up with a hiss of 
•ompressed air, the breech block turns 
and locks, n buzzer sounds, the charge 
s ignited, and with a rush of air the 
guns recoil about a yard and then 
lump back Into position. There Is n 
otrd "swish—swash" as the guns come 
back and then go forward. 


Outside it is much different. There 
s a flash, a roar, n ring of smoko and 
:he lond whistle of the projectile rnsh- 
ng through the air. 


Fiftef* seconds from "commence flr- 
ng" to "flre" is considered pretty good 
time for the big guns in the navy. 
They have new gun crews in training 
now who never saw salt water until 
three wppks ago who are doing the 
thing easily in sixteen second*.

somewhat similar rules in the t'nited 
States, are being assembled by the 
government. 


American regulations probably will 


be less stringent, but this is not de- 
terring Herbert 
C- Hoover, (.i-lec-ted 


for food uilmiiiistrution. und other ofll- 
cials from Riving careful study to the 
codes of other warring nations. 


Here are some of the more striking 


British regulations: 


For public meals the allowance of 


meat is based on an average of five 
ounces for each luncheon and dinner 
and two ounces for each breakfa.-t 
served on nonmeatless days. 


Tuesdays are meatless days in Lon- 


don, and Wednesdays elsewhere in the 
kingdom. 


Potatoes must not be served except 


on meatless days aad Fridays. 


The making of any light fancy pas- 


tries, muffins, crumpets, fancy 
tea 


cqUes and other light articles is pro- 
hibited. 


Xo ornamental cake or bun may be 


made. 


Sale of bread unless twelve hours old 


is prohibited. 


All bread must be sold by weight. 


and all loaves must be one pound or 
an even number of pounds. 


Fifteen per cent of sugar is allowed 


in cakes and biscuits. 10 per cent in 
buna. Xo sugar may be used in scones. 


Xo person shall acquire supplies of 


food beyond the needs of his ordinary 
consumption. The food controller may 
order the Inspection of premises in 
which he has reason to believe that 
boarding Is taking place. 


Xo wheat, rye or tapioca may bo 


used except for human foods. 


The output of beer is limited to the 


rate of 10,000,000 barrels per annum, 
as compared with 30,000,000 ban-els be- 
fore the war. 


Penalty for -violation of any rule is 


six months' Imprisonment or $500 fine. 
or both.
